3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Takatama et al. 



(U. S.Pat. -7,100,166). 
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Regarding claims 1-4, Takatama et al. disclose a communication apparatus that transmits 
and receives data of a predetermined format through a network comprising: detection means 
(104, 116, 126) with which a called side communication apparatus detects a condition capable or 
incapable of communication in accordance with its own condition; means for sending, when a 
call has been issued and received and it is detected by said detection means that the called side 
communication apparatus is in a condition incapable of communication, a message indicating 
incapableness of communication as an SIP message from the called side communication 
apparatus to a calling side communication apparatus upon sending and receiving a call; means 
with which the calling side communication apparatus (115, 125) that has received the message 
indicating incapableness of communication sends a notification of resuming-to-receive request 
message for requesting notification of resuming to receive as an SIP message, if necessary; and 
means with which the called side communication apparatus (113-114, 123-124) that has received 
the notification of resuming-to-receive request message sends, when a condition capable of 
communication is detected by said detection means, a message notifying resuming to receive as 
an SIP message to the calling side communication apparatus that has sent the notification of 
resuming-to-receive request message, wherein transmission and reception of communication 
data are performed in response to sending and receiving of the message notifying resuming to 
receive as claimed (Fig. 3).
